Hereafter wines which are 
made with the addition of water will 
be declared ‘imitation wine’ and 
must be sold with that label. 

Superintendent S. Berndt, of the 
Winehaven plant of the California 
Wine Association, said today that the 
ruling would be greeted by Cali- 
fornia wine makers and, in fact, 
vineyardists throughout the state as 
a great victory. 

“In such a state as California,” 
said Berndt today, ‘“where we never 
jare compelled to uce water this is 
great stroke of advancement.

“He prohibited the use of the 
name ‘wine’ on products made by 
the addition of wa.er to the juice, 
pomace or pulp of grapes, and de- 
fined wine to be ‘the product of the 
normal, alcoholic fermentation of the 
juice of the fresh, sound, ripe 
grapes with the usual cellar treat- 
ment.’ - 

“The new decision provides that 
where any water is added it is not 
permissible to label the product oth- 
erwise tham as ‘imitation wine.’
